City Collector Koeln told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that John’ B. 
Owen, collector of water rates in his 
office, was taking an enforced vacation 
of 20 days at West Baden, Ind., and 
that unless, upon his return he should be 
able to explain three days’ absence 
from his office last week, the vacation 
would be permanent. 

. Owen-has been one of the principals 


in the Burton-Owen feud, going on at 
the city hall for several months. Bur- 
ton is Assessor of Water Rates, and 
Owen, who formerly worked under Bur- 
ton in the water rates office, was made 
Collector of Water Rates under: Collec- 
ter Koeln when the new charter went 
into effect. 

As Collector of Water Rates, Owen 
frequently found fault with the bills 
made out by Burton's department. When 
Burton discharged Jamies F. Duross, one 
of his clerks, who had taken the -effi- 
ciency examination against Burton for 
appointment as Assessor of Water Rates 
and had finished,with a higher grade 
than Burton, Owen promptly gave Du- 
ross employment in his office. He also 
employed Charles Specht and another 
clerk discharged by Burton. 

Koeln said’ today that the three em- 
ployes taken over by Owen from Bur- 
ton’s office had been laid off Sept. 15 by 


him, as he had no further work for them 
to do. 


Took Temperance Pledge. 
_,Collector Koeln said that Owen took a 
emperance pledge as a condition of 
his employment in the Collector's of- 
fice as .chiéf of the water division. One 


should resigri if he violated it. Koeln 
said that Owen reported for duty last 
Thursday, but a little later, said he 
was going home, as he did not feel 
well. Owen lives at 4248 Flora boule- 
vard. He did not return to the office 
for work Friday or Saturday, and Col- 
lector Koeln made an investigation 
which resulted in Owen being callea 
into his office Monday morning for rep- 
remand. 

Collector Koeln accused Owen of hav- 
ing violated his temperance pledge, and 
of not having kept his word to resign. 

“This office owes you a 20-days’ vaca- 
tion,’’ Collector KoéiIn told Owen. “You 
will now take the 20-days’ vacation, 
and at the end of that time I will let you 
know whether it will be permanent. It 
certainly will be, unless you are able to 
give a satisfactory explanation of your

AT BULGARIA’S ACT| 


stabithiatiiiee ih Sbindéabans te 
troduces Another Complication 
Into Tense Balkan Situation. 


PARIS, Sept. 21—Dispatches from So- 
fia, Bulgaria, announcing the mobiliza- 
tion there of troops made up of resi- 
dents of Macedonia, have caused an- 
other complication to be introduced in 
the Balkan situation, which already was 
tense, through the presentation by the 
entente allies of the joint note requir- 
ing Bulgaria to define her attitude. The 
mobilization of Macedonians has caused 
surprise and indignation in official and 
diplomatic cireles here, as it is declared 
that the whole purpose of the present 
negotiations between the allies and Bul- 
garia and Servia is to determine wheth- 
er Macedonia belongs to, Bulgaria or 
Servia.

Chancellor of Exchequer Urges 
Large Increase in Taxes and . 
Duties to Meet Deficit. 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—Reginald MeKe.- 
na, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his 
budget speech today estimated that the 
Government’s revenue for the current 
year would be £272,000,000 ($1,360,000,000) 
and the expenditure would reach £1,590,- 
000,000 ($7,950,000,000). 

The dead weight of debt at the close 
of the financial year would be £2,20,000,- 
000 ($11,000,000,000), he estimates. 

Tax on Munition Makers. 
McKenna. proposed an addition of 40 
per cent to the existing income tax and 
the taxation of all incomes of $630 
or more.

William Simon 4nd Btias S. 
Gatch Testify at Anti-Trust 
Hearing Opened Here. © 


Denial that there is a combination of 
zinc smelting companies which fix the 
price to be paid for zinc in Missouri 
was made today by William Simon of 
661 Waterman avenue, assistant man- 
ager of the American Metal Co., and 
Elias 8. Gatch of Westminster 
place, president. and treasurer of the 
Granby - Mining and Smelting Co., in 
their testimony at an anti-trust inquiry 
conducted at the Planters Hotel by Lee 
B. Ewing, Assistant Attorney-General. 

The inquiry was instituted by Attor- 
ney-General Barker under authority of 
the Supreme Court to determine if there 
is sufficient evidence of the existence 
of a smelters’ combine to justify insti- 
tuting a suit in qto warranto to oust. 
the companies from. the State. 

Ore producers in the Joplin district 
complained to the Attorney-General that 
prices were fixed by the smielters. The 
first hearings were held in Joplin last 
week, but the producers, who filed the 
complaints, are said to have given the 
Attorney-General very little assistance. 
Little evidence of thé existence of & 
smelting trust has. been produced. 

Priee Agreement Denied. 

Simon, the first witness, said‘his com- 
pany eOntrolled the American Ziric and 
Chemical Co,, the Bartlesville Zinc Co. 
and several others. 

He denied there was an agreement 
arong smeliers as to prices. He said 
his company purchased most of its ore 
on long-time contracts, but that it oft- 
en bought in the open market. 

The market prices, he said, were fixed 
by the law of supply and demand, and 
the price of labor and many items en- 
tered into the fixing of prices, 

Assiviant Attorney-General Dwing un- 
successfully attempted te obtain an ad- 
tnission from him that the prices offered 
wee arbitrary, and were not based un 
actual vaies at specific times. Simon 
denieu this, 

Fimon explained that a difference in 
the market prices as quoted by mining 
and zinc trade papers and the Asso- 


ciated Press was probably due to a 
quotation by some of spot prices and 


by others of average prices. 
Testimony of Gatch. 

Gatch testified that the price of zinc 
ore was governed entirely by the law o. 
supply and demand. He said that this 
year the export trade had been mucl: 
heavier and that prices were higher than 
in former years. . 

The Assistant Attorney-General quot- 
ed statistics to show that in a specifi: 
period of 18 days in 1914 there were onl. 
78 tons of@spelter exported, and tha: 
during the first 18 days of September, 
this year, the exports amounted to 6173 
tons. 

It is expected that more than twenty 
representatives of smelting interests wil!

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Pays Indirect Tribute to Gallantry of the Enemy 
—Turkish Férce of 30,000 in Violent 
Assault Leit 3000 Dead on Field.

LONDON, 21.—How so | British 
and .French through the summer kept 
at grips with the Turks in Gallipoli, 
with terrible losses on both sides, in 
the arid, congested area, where the gain 
or loss of a few yards of trenches. meas- 
ured the @ide of battle, and the dead 
lay so thick that a temporary armistice 
was imperative, is related by Gen. Sir 
Ian Hamilt@n, commander of the British 
forces, in a dispatch to Lord Kitchener 
just made public in London. 

Covering the fighting in the Darda-| 
nelles from May 6 to July 1, the ac- 
count sheds little light on the general 
military situation, being mainly mgote- 
worthy as a soldier’s description of 
what the contenders endured. : 

Indirectly, itt-pays a tribute to the 
gallantry and fighting qualities of the 
Turks. Gen. Hamilton gives no sup- 
port to the numerous newspaper re-, 
ports that the morale of the Turks has 
been shaken. 

Going back to May 5, soon after the 
allies obtained their first footing on the 
peninsula, Gen. Hamilton relates how 
the. commanders, hard pressed for re- 
inforcements, found it necessary to mix 
the French and Bfttish troops “to an 
extent even of the French on our right 
having a British battalion holding their 
own extreme right.” , 

Three Days of Fighting. 
.Followed then three days of terrible 
fighting, with Krithia as the objective. 

“The steady advance of the British,” 
says the General, “could be followed by 
the sparkle of bayonets until the “long 
lines entered smoke clouds. The French 
at first attempted no move; then, their 
drums beating and bugles sounding the 
charge, they suddenly darted forward 
in @ stream of skirmishes which seeemd 
for a moment'to cover the whole south- 
ern face of the ridge of Kereves Dere. 

“Against these the Turkish gunners 
turned their heaviest pieces, and, as the 
wadion groups stormed the first Turkish 
redoubt, in black bursts, high, explo- 
sive shells blotted out both assailants 
and assailed. 

“The trial was too severe for the 
Senegalese Tirailleurs. They recoiled; 
they rallied. Another rush forward; 
another repulse. Then a small sup- 
porting column of French soldiers were 
seen, silhouetted against the sky as they 
charged upward along the crest of 
Kereves Dere. 

“Not until next morning did any re- 
liable detail come of what hed hap- 
pened, The net result of ‘the three 
days’ fighting had been a gain of 600 
yards on the right of the British and 
400 on the left and in the center. The 
French captured all the ground in 
front of Farm Zimmerman as well as 
the redoubt.” 

Allles Gained Advantage. 

The German leaders of the Turks 
vere quick to realize the advantage the 
attackers had gained, Gen. Hamilton 
continues, and by counter attack after 
counter attac tried to Wrest away the 
trenches they had lost. 

“Everywhere our assailants were re- 
pulsed,”’. says the account, “and now, 
for the first time, I felt that we had 
planted a fairly firm foothold upon the 
point of Gallipoli Peninsula.’’ 

This was on May 10 and Gen. Ham- 
ilton was able to relieve some of the 
e> hausted men on the firing line after 
is days and nights of uninterrupted 
f.ghting. e , 

“During this breathing space,” says 
Gen. Hamil.on. “T realized that we had 
now nearly reached the limit of what 
could te attained, mingling initiative 
with surprise. The enemy was as much 
in possession. of my numbers and dis- 
positions as I was of his first-line 
defense. Th eopposing fronts stretchéa 
paraliel from the sea to the strait, and 
there was little Scope left for tactics 
Which bring fresh battalions against 
the lines of unbrokén barbded wires. 
Siege warfare Was soon bound to su- 
persede maneuver battles in tie open.” 

In preparation for this the British 
ccmmanéder tells how he divided the 
front into four sections, then described 
‘be fitful fighting up to May 18 when 
the Turks made a most violené assault 
om the Britith positions with forces 
estimated at* 90,000, under command of 
the German Field Marshal Sinan von 
Sanders himself. But the British held 
firm, leaving upward of 2000 ‘‘urks dead 
within open view of the trenches. 

“The next four days,” the account 
says, “‘were chiefly remarkeble for 
cerrying through negotiation& for the 
suspension of arms, which actually took 
place on. May 24. 


sentiment and medical sdience were in 
favor of the removal of the dead ahd 
iwounded, arrangements with representa- 
tives of Essad Pasha were finally ef- 
fected. 

“The negotiations resulted in a suspen- 
sion of‘arms from 7:30 a: m. to 4:30 p.

Feverish intermittent fighting during 
the remainder of May is described, cul- 
minating in a general attack on the 
Turkish positions on June 4, which net- 
ter a considerable gain, but was a costly 
affair. : 

“From the date of this battle to the 
end of June,’’ the British comma 
says, “incessant attacks and counter at- 
tacks, which so gritvously swelled our 
lists of casualties, had been caused by 
the determination of the Turks to regain 
the ground they had lost—this determi- 
nation clashing against our firm resolve 
to continue to increase our holding. 


Severe Daily Eacounters. 
“Several of these daily encounters 
would have been the subject of a sep- 
arate dispatch in the campaigns of my 
youth and middle age, but with due re- 
gard to proportion, they cannot even 
so much as be mentioned here. 


“During the whole period under re- 
view, the efforts and expedients where- 
by the great army had its: wants sup- 
plied upon a wilderness have, I believe, 
been breaking world_records, The coun- 
try is* broken, mountainous, arid, void 
of supplies.

No Cash on Hand to Pay De-

depositors $138,000, with no cash on hand, 
and with the managing partner absent 
since last Tuesday, the private bank 
of J. N. Fuller & Son did riot open for 
business today.

Fuller, whose wife died recently, left 
Winslow on Tuesday, saying he was 
going to Oconomowoc, Wis., but inquiry 
revealed that he had not been there, 
and his whereabouts is unknown. 

The direct cause of the failure was the 
lending of nearly $60,000 to the Invinci- 
ble Metal Furniture Co. of Oconomo- 
woc, Wis., formerly of Monro@? Wis., 
in which Fuller is supposed to be a 
stockholder. 

Fuller was a strong opponent of

MISSING TELLER | 
SHORT $100,000, 


No Trace Has Been Found of 
New York Employe, Who 
Disappeared Friday. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Last heard 
from in New Haven, Friday, the day_ 
his overturned automobile was found 
at the edge of a pond near Stamford, 
Henry 8S. Bradley, missing mail tell- 
er of the Merchants’ National Bank, 
42 Wall street, is being hunted by 
tietectives in Connecticut. 

Daniel N. Gage, secretary of the 
Aétna Accident and Liability @o. of 
Hartford, which is on the missing 
teller’s bond for $10,000, said today 
that Adjuster W. H. Jenkins of that 
company had reported that Bradley’s 
shortage would be $100,000 or more, 
if knowns discrepancies in the teller’s 
acounts indicate the truth 

It is the impression at the Aetna 
offices and at the bank that Brad- 
}ley will have to be caught quickly it 
any of the money is recovered. That 
fis why the search for the missing 
teller is being conducted with haste. 
Officials of the Aetna company say 
they have learned that the bank is 
protected to the amount of $130,000 
by a “blanket” Lioyd’s policy on 
losses such as Bradley’s apparent 
shortages. Arthur H. Clark, local 
agent of Lloyd’s, said, however, that 
he knew nothing of such a policy. 

Made Money in Speculation. 

One of Bradley’s friends told to- 
day of his stock speculations. 

“Anything hé invested in seemed to 
ris in value at once,’’ he told represent- 
atives of the Aetna company. “If he 
took money to speculate with, I would 
think, from what I know of his market 


great deal mfore than enough to pay back 
all he stole. I should think he would 
be worth a snug little fortune.”’ 

Bradley’s salary was $35 a week and he 
lived on a modest scale, although he 
owned a touring car that is said to-have 
cost $1100. His dufies at the bank re- 
quired him to handle, in checks from 
out-of-town banks, “‘hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars,’’ according to Joseph 
Byrne; vice president and cashier of 
the Merchants National He handled no 
actual cash. 

Endless Chain of Checks. 

If he stole any money, it is said, it 

was by cashing checks that he took out 
of the mail and by keeping up an endless 
chain of such proceedings in order that 
each out-of-town depositor’s account 
might be correct when the time came for 
a statement to be rendered. That is, 
he would have to steal one check, use 
the money, apd then steal another, casa 
it and replace previous thefts to cover 
himself. 
Wilmot M. Smith, resident vice presi- 
dent and superintendent of the bonding 
department of the Aetna company, says 
the first intimation anything was wrong 
with Bradley's affairs reached the bank 
in a letter from an out-of-town depos- 
itor referring to a certain check, sent by 
mail a few days before and arriving at 
the bank a day or two before Bradley 
left on his vacation. The check disap- 
peared and Bradley was suspected.
